CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Honore 


Palmer, Chicago capitalist and his 
lion hunting party, including his 
wife and two sons, were 300 miles 
in the African wilderness when the 
eldest boy, Potter Dorsey Palmer, 
became ill with sleeping sickness, 
and almost providentially, the fam- 


ily believe, found aid in the pres- 
ence of a German scientist. 
Referring to an Associated Press 
cable dispatch from Nairobi, Afri- 
ca, relating his son’s cure by .the 
German, Palmer said they were 
300 miles southwest of Nairobi 
when his son developed fever.

Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
journal:of the American Medical 
Association, said the formula for 
the drug has been kept secret. It 
has been reported, he added, that 
it was offered by the Germans to 
the Allies 10 exchange for the re- 
turn of the former German col- 
onies, but that the offer was re- 
fused.

Field, site agent of the Treasury 


Department, who recently made a 


new Federal Building in St. Louis, 
fell dead this afternoon at his desk 
in the Treasury Building. He was 
about 60 years old, and had been 
in the department for 36 
In that time, he selected sites for 
most of the Federal 
erected 
country. 

His death is attributed to heart 
attack, following indigestion, of 
which he had complained earlier 
in the day. 


Mr. Field passed three weeks in 
St. Louis in December, returning 
to Washington just before Christ- 
mas. He familiarized himself 
thoroughly with the downtown real 
estate situation. His conclusions, 
as to the course the Government 


realty holdings and its needei new 
building, were embodied in a 1re- 
port to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

Made Basis of House Bill. 

This report was the basis of a 
bill introduced into the House Ly 
Representative Dyer Jan. 22. It 
proposes to authorize the Secretary 
of the Treasury to sell the pres2nt 
Federal building at Eighth, Ninth, 
Olive and Locust streets; th: site 
owned by the Government at the 
southeast corner of Fourth and 
Chestnut streets, and the ola us- 
tom House at Third and DOlive. 
From the proceeds, it is provided, 
the .Government may acquire a 
new site “by purchase, condenina- 
tion or otherwise,’’ and erect a 
Federal building, at a cost not to 
exceed $3,500,000. 

Mr. Field believed the sate cf 
the three properties would briig 
the Government between $5,000.- 
000 and $6,000,000, sufficient to 
provide the proposed new building, 
which would house not only all 
the offices now in the two Olive 
6treet buildings, but those in of- 
fice buildings, for which the ‘tov- 
ernment is paying $65,000 a year 
rent. It would also provide, he he- 
lieved, for the needed addition *o 
the main Postoffice building in 
the Union Station vicinity. In plan- 
ning for the postoffice addtion, 
he conferred frequently with Post- 
master Louis Alt, whose unexpecrt- 
ed death in a barber shop occurred 
two weeks ago. 

As a site for the new Federal 
building, Mr. Field favored either 
a Twelfth boulevard location on 
the Memorial Plaza, which city of- 
ficials have corsidered offering to 
the Government as a free site, or 
a location between Twelfth boule- 
vard and Seventh street. He held 
that the site should not be west 
of Twelfth or east of Seventh.

on naval disarmament: 


64fNHE Japanese Govern- 
T rent have given careful 
consideration to the 
memorandum of the American 
embassy at Tokio, dated Feb. 

10, defining the attitude of the 

United States on the general 

problem of disarmament and 

suggesting that the represent- 
atives of the five Powers, signa- 
tories of the Washington naval 
treaty, about to participate in 
the forthcoming session of the 
preparatory commission for the 
disarmament conference at 
, Geneva, shall be empowered to 
negotiate and to-conclude an 
agreement among those five 
Powers for the limitation of 
armament in the classes of Na- 
| val vessels not covered by ihe 
Washington treaty. 

“The Japanese Government 
fully share with the Ame-ican 
Government the views 2x- 
pressed in that memorandum 
on the desirability of an agre2- 
ment calculated to complete 
the work of the Washington 
conference for the prevention 
of competitive naval building. 
They cordially welcome the ig- 
itiative taken by the Americ 
Government for the institution 
among the five Powers negotia- 
tions looking to such desirable 
end. They.will be happy ‘to 
take part in these negotiations 
through their representatives 
invested with full powers to ne- 
gotiate and to conclude an 
agreement on the subject. 

“In view, however, of the su- 
preme importance of the prob- 
lem to be discussed and deter- 
mined, the Japanese Govern- 
ment find it essential that at 
least a part of the Japanese 
delegation shall be _ specially 
sent from Tokio. Considering 


the length of time required for 
the necessary preparations as 
well for the journey from To- 
kio to Geneva it will obviously 
be impossible for the Japanese 
representatives to assist at the 
negotiations should that meet- 
nig be held simultaneously with 
or immediately after the forth- 
coming session of the prepara- 
tory disarmament commission 
scheduled to be opened on 
March’ 21 next. Accordingly, 
the Japanese Government de- 
sire that the meeting of the 
Powers signatories of the Wash- 
ington naval treaty now sug- 
gested, should take place on a 
date not earlier than June 1. 

‘The Japanese Government 
are further gratified to learn 
that it is not the intention of 
the American Government at 
this time to put forward rigid 
proposals on the ratios of naval 
strength to be maintained by 
the several Powers in the 
classes of vessels not covered 
by the Washington treaty. In 
order to insure the success of 
the proposed negotiations it 
seems highly important that in 
the matter of these conditions 
of the limitation of armament 
all parties to the negotiations 
should approach the _ subject 
with an open mind, being al- 
ways guided by the spirit of 
mutual accommodation and 
helpfulness, consistently with 
the defensive requirements of 
each ~-nation. The Japanese 
Government confidently hope 
that an adjustment will be 
reached in a manner fair and 
satisfactory to each of the par- 
ticipating powers and conducive 
to the general peace and se- 
curity of the world.”

Kai-Shek Forces 


Chiang 
Outmaneuver Enemies 
on 600-Mile Front, Ad- 
vance Toward Shanghai.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Tre- 
mendous events of the last week in 
China coupled with the challenge 
of impending developments  oc- 
cupy the center of interest in of- 
ficial circles here, even to the ex- 
tent of overshadowing the adminis- 


tration’s warlike preparations in 
Nicaragua. 

News dispatches and diplomatic 
advices make it apparent that the 
Cantonese Nationalist army led by 
the youthful military genius, Chi- 
ang Kai-Shek, has outfought and 


outmaneuvered its enemies along 


the whole 600-mile front from Han- 
kow to Ningpo. It has smashed the 
eastern army of Sun Chuan Fang, 
captured Hangchow, and is advanc- 
ing upon Shanghal, the 
city of the Orient. 


Meantime the heralded advance 
of Chang Tso-Lin upon Hankow, 
which was expected to relieve the 
Shanghai by di- 


pressure toward 


verting Cantonese troops from 


eastern to central China has failed 


to materialize. 
Quick Shift to the Balance. 

The situation has 
changed within the last few days. 
A week ago Sun Chuan-Fang, who 
is openly friendly to the British 
was reported to have defeated the 
Cantonese south of Hangchow, thus 
indefinitely postponing the danger 
to Shanghal. 

At the same time it was an- 
nounced that Chang Tso-Lin, for- 
mer bandit and northern war lord 
who serves Japanese interest in 
China, was ready to launch a great 
offensive designed to recapture 
Hankow from the Cantonese. His 
son, Chang Hsuch-Liang, was said 
to be leading a well equipped 
army of 100,000 men southward 
through Honan province. 

Moreover it was announced that 
Wu Pei-Fu recently ejected from 
Hankow by the Cantonese, would 
co-operate with Chang Tso-Lin in 
a great effort to turn the left flank 
of the Cantonese. This threat, cou- 
pled with Sun Chaun-Fang’s re- 
ported victories on the Eastern 
front, was regarded aa having de- 
finitely averted the Cantonese 
threat. 

It is now the opinion of milil- 
tary men here that the threat 
against Hankow was merely a ges- 
ture, intended to compel the Can- 
tonese to transfer troops from the 
Shanghai front to the Hankow 
front.

“The American Government for its 
part, is disposed to accept, in re- 
gard to those classes of vessels not 
covered by the Washington treaty, 
an extension of the 5-5-3 ratio as 
regards the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan and to leave to 
discussion at Geneva the ratios of 
France and Italy, taking into full 
account their special conditions 
and requirements in regard-to the 
types of vessels in question.” 
That Japan would not be willing 
to accept the 6-5-3 ratio extension 
to other types of war craft than 
battleships and aircraft carriers 
has been forecast in Tokio dis- 
patches, although nothing ias 
been said as to what changes in 
ratio:she would seek at Geneva. 

Kellogg Withholds Comment. —

Special Message by Execu- 
tive Detailing Need of 


More Funds Awaited by 
the Democrats.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19.— 
Gov. Baker's failure to assume 
active leadership in the demand of 
the State educational system for 
adequate revenues is creating a 
legislative problem overshadowing 
all others in the General Assembly 
and is injecting ti:e political ques- 
tion into the economic question 
facing the legislators. The welfare 
of the schools is resting upon a 
game of politics. 

The Republican administration 
fears the political effect of an ad- 


journment of the Legislature with- 
out provisions for more funds for 
the schools and yet it is worried 
over the prospects of defending in- 
creased taxes when the next State 
campaign comes on. ‘ 

The Democrats in the Senate are 
disturbed by the same problem. 
They feel that Democratic success 
will hinge largely dpon preventing 
an increase in taxes, but they are 
willing to vote an increase if the 
Governor will scnd a message to 
the Legislature which could be 
used to show that the tax bills 
were passed at the request of the 
Governor and on a somewhat exact 
showing by him that the funds 
were absolutely necessary. 


Baker’s Activity So Far. 
So far, the Governor's interest 
im the financial legislation has 


been to recommend the passage of 
the nuisance tax law, a 10 per cent 
tax on tobacco and 10 per cent tax 
on amusement admissions. His 
statements as to needed revenue 
have been general and he has not 
submitted to the Legislature any- 
thing in the nature of a detailed 
report on State finances. ( 

If he will submit a speciat mes- 
sage setting out as nearly as may 
be ascertained the anticipated rev- 
enue from the present source of 
taxation and a detailed statement 
of the minimum needs of the State 
to provide adequate school facili- 
ties and to operate the various 
State departments, there will be 
Httle question that the Senate will 
vote the funds he says are neces- 
sary, but in the ahsence of that 
sort of a message the Senate is 
holding back. 

The politics of the situation is 
shown by the effort of the Gov- 
ernor and the Republican House 
to pass the buck to the Senate and 
the Senate’s determined effort to 
foree the Governor and the Repub- 
lican administration to an accep- 
tance of the responsibility which, 
the Senaters say, belongs to the 
administration. 

Attitude of House. 

The House has passed the nui- 
gance tax bill and sent it to the 
Senate. It is estimated it would 
preduce approximately $9,000,000 
of revenue in the biennial period. 
The House soon will pass other 
measures to increase the income 
tax 60 per cent, increase the in- 
heritance tax, increase the corpo- 
ration franchise tax 50 per cent 
and possibly the gene?fal property 
tax from a 5-cent rate to 7 cents. 

With these measures in the Sen- 
ate, the House expects to sit back 
and place on the Senate the re- 
sponsibility of either killing all 
the bills and letting the schools 
suffer, or choosing whether it will 
pass the nuigance taxes or the 
other group, which constitutes di- 
rect forms of taxation. 

The Democrats afihounced a po- 
sition very early in the legislative 
session of opposition to any addi- 
tional taxes but that was before 
the lobby backed by the educa- 
tional interests began to bring 
pressure for more money for the 
schools. Now they fear that if the 
funds are not provided the Demo- 
crats will be charged with refus- 
ing to provide for the educational 
interests of the State and that if 
they are provide) the Democrats 
will suffer because they will have 
picked the particular means of 
taxation adopted for the increase, 
the indirect, throwgh the nuisance 
taxes, or the direct, through the 
other means sugested.

however, it appears that the Can- 
tonese threw additional troops into 
action against Sun Chaun-Fang, 


inflicting such a decisive defeat 
upon him that his troops are re- 
treating upon Shanghai in disorder. 
In the face of this situation it is 
expected that Chang Tso-Lin will 
consider discretion the better part 
of valor and stay out of central 
China where the doubtful loyalty 
of Wu Pei-Fu may have rendered 
his position precarious. 

Christian General an Enigma. 

Meantime, there is a mysterious 
and dramatic factor in the situa- 
tion which is causing much specu- 
lation in informed quarters. It is 
known that Feng Yu-Hsiang, the 
“Christian General’ has a large 
and disciplined army at hie com- 
mand in the northeast, somewhere 
in the neighborhood of Langchow- 
Fu. Feng recently returned from 
Moscow, which has been supplying 
military experts to the Cantonese. 
Some estimates have placed Feng’s 
army at 125,000 men. 

Since an alliance of Wu Pei-Fu 
and Chang Tso-Lin drove Feng out 
of Peking into Mongolia several 
months ago, his forces have been 
inactive. However, his loyalty to 
the Nationalist cause is undoubted. 
He now appears in a position to 
take effective action. 

Wu Pei-Fu who has been friendly 
to foreign interests in China seems 
to be in a highly dangerous situa- 
tion. The Can:3nese, who have 
beaten him once, are immediately 
south of him. Feng is directly to 


the west. From Chang Tso-Lin on 
the north, he can expect no help, 
beeause they are traditional ene- 
mies despite occasional instances 
of co-operation. 

A Possible Development. 

Military men expect that when 
the Cantonese have done what- 
ever they intend to do with Shang- 
hai, Feng and Chiang Kai-Shek 
will join forces and start a drive 
for Peking. In that event Wu would 
either have to join the Nationalist 
cause or be crushed. Chang Tso- 
Lin it is anticipated, would do what 
he has often done before—retire 
from Peking and Tientsin, and re- 
sume his headquarters at Mukden 
in Manchuria, from which tt has 
thus far been impossible to dis- 
lodge him. 

Certainly the situation seems to 
be developing more favorably for 
the Cantonese every hour. The 
most that is expected of the for- 
eign troops in Shanghai is that 
they will prevent the overrunning 
of the foreign concesstons. 

This danger is anticipated not so 
much from the Cantonese army, 
which appears to be well dis- 
ciplined, as from the defeated 
troops of Sun Chuan-Fang pouring 
back into the city. It is the imme- 
morial custom of Chinese merce- 
nary troops such as these of Sun, 
to loot cities before evacuating 
them—a custom which they fol- 
lowed before fleeing from Hang- 
chow. 

Another threat lies in the dan- 
ger of mob violence. The labor 
unions In Shanghai are wholly in 
Sympathy with the Cantonese 
cause and the strike which they 
have called there undoubtedly was 
intended not only to celebrate the 
Cantonese victory at Hangchow, 
but to cripple the facilities which 
might be employed to assist in re- 
organizing and replenishing Sun's 
beaten army. 

Dissuasions between Eugene 
Chen, Cantonese Foreign Minister, 
and the British Charge O'Malley 
are continuing at Hankow, but 
with the accumulating military 
Successes of the Cantonese, Chen's 
terms are likely to show increas- 
ing firmness. 

Demaads on Foreign Powers. 

The Cantonese are demanding 
the immediate and unconditional 
cancelation of all unequal treaties, 
the abolition of extra-territorial 
rights for foreigners in China and 
the restoration to Chinese author- 
ity of the concessions forcibly 
taken by the powers over a period 
of 80 years. 

If this week produces even 
comparable to those of the last the 
Cantonese apparently will be in a 
position to take what they want 
with or without the consent of the 
powers.

U.S. $10,000,000 
EATRA This YEAR 


As Evidence of Good Faith, 
Paris Government Will 
Increase Debt Installment 
to $30,000,000.

France is preparing to pay the 
United States an additional $10,- 
000,000 this year as an act of good 


faith because of the delay in rati- 
fying the Mellon-Berenger debt 
agreement. 

This does not require any ap- 
proval from the United States, as 
the additional sum simply will be 
credited to the debt incurred be- 
fore and after the armistice. But 


‘the fact that the total sum paid 


this year will amount to  $30,- 
000,000, which is what the Mellon- 
Berenger agreement provides for 
1927, is significant. 

It means that the French Gov- 
ernment wants to comply with the 
terms of the agreement during the 
early years at least. It is recog- 
nized that even if the French Par- 
liament rejects the agreement and 
asks for a revision of terms par- 
ticularly as to payments for later 
years, the payment this year of 
$30,000,000 will be more or less a 
committment for the next five 
years. 

Why Congress Delayed. 

The policy of the French Gov- 
ernment has been ‘known here for 
some time, but American officials 
of eourse could not comment:on it 
or even indicate in advance that 
they would allow it to influence 
their judgement with respect to the 
necessity of ratifying the Mellon- 
Berenger agreement. This agree- 
ment is pending in the American 
Congress, but the leaders there feel 
that action can be delayed until the 
French Parliament acts.

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$130,000 GIFT TO CORNELL U. 
FOR FORESTRY RESEARCH 


Endowment From Charlies Lathrop 
Pack Trust Will Provide Com- 
prehensive Study of Soils. 

By the Associated Press. 

ITHACA, N. Y., Feb. 19.—The 
gift of $130,000 for endowment of 
a@ research professorship in forest 
soilg at Cornell University was an- 
nounced today by President Liv- 
ingston Farrand. It was made by 
the Charles Lathorp Pack Forestry 
Trust, founded by Charles Lathrop 
Pack, president of the American 
Tree Association, with further pro- 
vision of funds to cover operating 


expenses of the first comprehen- 
sive research on forest soils ever 
undertaken in this country. 

The work will be done in the 
New York State College of Agri- 
culture. 

Pack is known for his contribu- 
tions to scientific forestry, chiefly 
through his work with the Tree 
Association, the recent establish- 
ment of the Pack demonstration 
forest near Lake George, and for 
gifts of land or endowments [to 
other American schools of fores- 
try. The trust is administered by 
his son, Arthur Newton Pack. 

“In the Northeastern hardwood 
area, extending as far west as Ili- 
nois, the question of proper forest 
care and operation depends largely 
upon a study of soil conditions, and 
practically no data on forest soils 
is at present available,’’ President 
Farrand said.

Pioneer Defender of Ibsen 


Succumbs in Copenhagen | 


Following Abdominal

COPENHAGEN, Feb. 19. — Dr. 
Georg Brandes, noted literary crit- 
ic, died today after an illness of 
several weeks. He was 85 years 
old. He had been suffering from 
intestinal trouble for which he tn- 
derwent an operation a week ago. 
His age militated against a recov- 
ery. 

Of his many important, works. 
the one for which he was most 
widely known perhaps was his 
early recognition and prompt ap- 
preciation of the genius of Ibsen. 
Brandes’ Radicalism Cost Him 

a Job, but Won Him Fame. 

R. GEORG BRANDES, first 
[) important contribution to let- 

‘ers was his “Aesthetic Studies” 
in 1868, which included brief mon- 
ographs on Danish poets. Several 
important works which he pub- 
lished in 1870 brought him to the 
fore as the leading critic of north- 
ern Europe. These included “The 
French Aesthetics of Our Days,” 
dealing chiefly with Taine; “Crit- 
icisms and Portraits,” and a trans- 
lation of John Stuart Mill’s “‘The 
Subjection of Women.”’ 

Becoming docent, or reader in 
Belles Lettres at the University of 
Copenhagen, Dr. Brandes deliv- 
ered lectures which were so sen- 
sational that the authorities re- 
fused to elect him  profegsor of 
aesthetics when the chair became 
vacant in 1872, but his fitness for 
the place was so obvious that the 
chair of aesthetics remained va- 
cant, no one else daring to place 
himself in comparison with Bran- 
des. 

“Main Streams,’ 1872-75. 

In the midst of an important lit- 
erary controversy, Dr. Brandes be- 
gan to issue the most ambitious 
of his works, ‘Main Streams in the 
Literature of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury,’ of which four volumes ép- 
peared between 1872 and 1875.

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KIRKWOOD DOG FARMS: 
VIRTUALLY OUTLAWED 


Ordinance Limiting Them to 
Three to a Family Causes 
Dilemma. 


A plague of dogs has descended 
upon the city of Kirkwood, and 
the city fathers have found it nec- 


essary to pass an ordinance limit- 
ing the canine population to three 
a family. 

This unusual bit of legislation 
was put into effect a few days ago 
and has resulted in bringing a 
swarm of dog license applicants to 
the City Hall, but it also has re- 
sulted in an official dilemma which 
was not originally taxen into ac- 
count. 

It happens that within the limits 
of Kirkwood are about a dozen dog 
“farms,” upon which  pedigrecd 
and hunting 
dogs are raised for sale. Under 
the new ordinance, these estab' sh- 
ments are restricted to three dogs 
just the same as the average hc use- 
hold and are tiereby virtually ou‘- 
lawed. Dog raisers complain that 
literal interpretation of the ordi- 
nance wil] mean ruin forthem. As 
a result, the City Hall in the lust 
few days has been the scene cf 
heated argument while dog Ow - 
ers and city officials tried to thresh 
out the controversy. 

According to the January cen- 
sus, Kirkwood had a ddg popul.- 
tion of 700. This represents co.- 
siderably less than three a fami'y. 
but the present distribution will 
make it necessary for numerous 
householders as well as dog rais- 
ers to reduce the size of their ken- 
nels. What to do with the excess 
supply now constitutes another 
problem, because the Humane So- 
ciety is unable to take care of the 
large numbers being turned over 
to it.

three undergraduates. While the 
comimittee in its report last Janu- 
ary found that Buchamnism laid 
undue stress upon ‘“‘the confession 
of sexual immoralities’”’ and ar- 
raigned Purdy for entertaining 
Buchman, it reported that the 
charges against the society were 
not substantiated. 

Several—wecks later, the campus 
was startled by the appearance in 
the daily of Purdy’s letter which 
proclaimed that the Philadelphian 
society owed its aims and methods 
to Buchman. This precipitated to- 
night’s action, although it is said 
the resignations were not asked 
for. 

The Philadelphian, founded in 
1825 is the oldest collegiate reli- 
gious society in the country.

BOAT ADRIFT IN GALE 
SAVED BY ANCHORS 


Coast Guard Craft, With Eight 
Men Aboard, Halted Within 
Sight of Shore.

PROVINCETOWN, Mass, Feb. 
19.—With engines and wireless dis- 
abled, and rolling in seas churned 
by a 50-mile gale. the Coast Guard 
picket boat 238 was driven toward 
shore tonight despite two anchors, 
three miles northeast of Highland 
Light on the tip of Cape Cod here 
until, within sight of the Coast 
Guard station her shoreward drag 


apparently was ended when her 
anchors found firm holding. 


The 238, carrying a crew of 
eight men, including her com- 
mander, Boatswain J. K. Riven- 
back, made known her plight soon 
after dusk by blinker signals to 
the Highland Coast Guard station. 
The shore crew, however, could 
only notify Base 5 at Boston, as 
launching a surf boat was im- 
possible and the helpless picket 
boat was too far offshore to reach 
with a beach cannon and breeches 
buoy line.

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SEVEN CHINESE TAKEN. 
IN OPIUM DEN RAID 


U.S. Agents and Police Seize 
170 Grains of Drug in 
Chinatown. 


_ For the first time in several 
years, Federal narcotic agents and 
city detectives late yesterday made 
a raid in the St. Louls Chinatown. 
They arrested seven Chinese and 
seized a smal] quantity of opium 
in the rooms of the second floor 
of 23 South Eighth street. 

The raid was made at 4:45 p. 
m. on a search warrant’ issued on 
the affidavit of two narcotic agents 
who said they smelled opium burn- 
ing when passing the building Fri- 
day. Breaking open (front and 
rear doors of the apartment, the 
raiders found the seven Chinese in 
a room furnished with matted Chi- 
nese couches and wood-block pil- 
lows covered with leather. 

Seven opium pipes, four of which 
were still warm, were gathered up 
and 17 small cans, each containing 
10 grains of smoking opium, were 
seized together with a sack of 
yenshe, or rebolled ashes of opium.

Lee Look said 
he rented the apartment and lived 
there and the others said they were 
laundrymen,

led the raid.

The theory underlying the 100-mile 
zone seems to be that the higher 
rates for the longer distances can 
more easily be adjusted so that the 
cost may be spread or absorbed, 
But even on this theory I fail to 
see a great deal of difference be- 
tween rates on livestock for average 
distances of 150 to 175 miles and 
rates on coal for average distances 
of 25 to 50 miles. Nor, though the 
process is more readily perceptible, 
is it impossible to strike an aver- 
age of the shorter distance rates 
by which compensation may be 
secured for the cost incident to 
the river crossing without charging 
the two cities different rates.’ 


Want Districts Merged. 


“In considering the question as 
thus suggested, it should be kept 
in mind that the rates now apply 
to all industries on track in St. 
Louis, and that practically the | 
Same application is made with re- 
spect to the rates to East St. Louis. 
If, however, these two districts 
were merged and a rate fonnd rea- 
sonable to the entire district the 
question of delivery to the different 
industries within the district on 
either side of the river might well 
be left to absorption of switching 
charges on the basis of competition, 
just as the rate on this same com- 
modity is made applicable to the 
entire district of Chicago and to 
the several industries therein by 
absorption, notwithstanding the 
fact that that district is divided by 
the Indiana-Illinois state line, just 
as the St. Louis district is divided 
by the Illinois-Missouri state line, 
marked by the Mississippi River. 


“Thus we pray, that you may 
settle a question which has caused 
more rancor and discord between 
the railroads and the public. equal- 
ly injurious to both, than any other 
traffic problem confronting this 
community in the last 20 years.” 

Compared With Chicago. 

To support its contention that 
the present schedule of rates on 
coal to St. Louis is unreasonable, 
the brief compares the level of 
rates to other large consuming 
points with those to this city, re- 
marking that “it will readily be 
seen that the ton-mile earnings of 
$1.18 mills and the per car mile 
earnings of $1.559 of the carriers 
on the rate from Belleville, Group

itherein. We believe this picture 
shows clearly on the face of it. the 
unreasonableness of that base rate.

worst job. Hard work, little credit, 
such is the lot of those who rule in 
tennis matches. 

Being an umpire or a linesman is 
an occupation which requires con- 
centration and continued alertness, 
allowing one not a minute off 
guard, In very important cham- 
pionship matches or in internation- 
al play umpiring becomes an ex- 
ceedingly nerve-taxing occupation, 
because the official appreciates 
fully what weighs upon-~his smal-est 
decision. Ata crucial point a whole 
game, the fame of champions, the 
rivalry of nations, depends on what 
the umpire may say abouta ball. 

Quick Decision Necessary. 

To make a decision about a ball 
and to have announced that deci- 
sion irrevocably before the rest of 
the onlookers are entirely aware oc 
what has see donate such is the 
alertness of the linesfhan. He can't 
change his decision; what he sala 
firgt has to stand. A ball may ap- 
pear to be out and then a flash of 
white dust rises from the line—- 
what then can the poor linesman 
do? Or else the ball may be very 
low and fast, so close to the ground 
that it is practically impossible to 
tell whether or not it nicked the 
line. There is only one thing the 
linesman can do, and that fs, give 
his best judgment. Having done 
that, he is far from out of diffi- 
culty, because frequently the play- 
ers and onlookers think he has 
made a wrong decision. 

My experience has taught me that 
it is foolish for a player or onlook- 
er to try to call a very close ball 
“in” or “out.” The angle from 
which the ball is seen influences 
the decision greatly. A person 
watching a game from the side of 
the court,might think that.a ball 
on one of’ the side lines was good, 
when really, as seen by the person 
on that particular line it was an 
inch or so outside. A very deceiv¢

When in Doubt, Play It. 

The fact that the player at sech 
time is looking downward influ- 
ences his judgment. From one or 
two surprising and lamented inci- 
dents which have happened during 
my matches in the past, I have 
learned that the player and the 
linesman do not always agree about 
the ball and the baseline. It is al- 
ways safer to play all the doubtful 
balls on the baseline. When in 
doubt, keep the bell in play, is a 
good rule. 

Because the angle from which 
the ball is seen often distorts the 
judgment, in matches there should 
be a linesman on every line for the 
complete satisfaction of both the 
players and the onlookers. An 
umpire from his central position 
cannot possibly cal] close balls ac- 
curately. He is bound to misjudge 
some, if not many. 

The Iinesmen are the only per- 
eons who can see and call lines and 
line balls accurately. The umpire, 
therefore, almost always takes 
their decision. Therefore, it does 
not seem logical for the player to 
argue about whether or not a cer- 
tain ball was in or out. 

Echo From Monte Carlo. 

Of course, no one is absolutely 
infallible, and linesmen are not 
exceptions. They do make mis- 
takes, but the bad breaks in a 
match almost always even up for 
the players, unless the linesmen 
had evidenced gross inefficiency. 

Sometimes linesmen are very 
funny. One incident which I re- 
call occurred in Monte Carlo last 
winter. My- partner and I were 
playing against two English ladies 
in an internationa] doubles match. 
They were serving to us. A serve 
came over into my partner's court. 
She happened to be receiving on 
the left, the side on which the 
linesman was sitting. The ball was 
out a foot or more, so far out that 
my partner made no move in its 
direction. We waited for the call 
of the linesman but no sound came 


from his lips. The umpire, an old

Years — Increased Value 
More Than $300,000. 


Twenty-six years after the death 
of William McMillan, proprietor 
of the old Missouri Car & Foun- 
dry Co., which he merged into the 
prospefous American Car & Foun- 
dry Co., final settlement of his 
$7,433,367 estate was approved by 
Circuit Judge Hall yesterday. Con- 
ditions cuder his will and the 
processes of administration were 
responsible for the time required, 
and this supplies an illustration 
of the details involved in handing 
@€own wealth within a large fam- 
ae 
” wiltiam K. Bixby, St. Louis cap- 
italist, a friend and business asso- 


ciate of McMillan and trustee un- | 
der his will, who reported the dis-| 


tribution of the estate yesterday, 
administered it without charge. 
although trustees usually collect a 
fee of 5 per cent of the total. He 
built up the estate to some extent 
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in the quarter of a century it was 
under his management. « Its book 
value, for instance, increased by 
$308,890 from the time of a re- 
port made on April 30, 1925, until 
yesterday. 

Without impairing the estate, 
Bixby converted its holdings, large- 
ly, from real estate and business in- 
terests into Liberty bonds, Federal 
Treasury notes and Government 
certificates of indebtedness. Final 
bok value was $7,341,786, but ap- 
preciation of bonds made final mar- 
ket value $7,433,367. 

Appointed with Bixby as trustees 
under the will, were McMillan's 
widow, Mrs. Eliza McMillan, ani 
son, Sir William Northrup McMil- 
lan, who passed much of his time 
in British East Africa. Upon the 
death of the wife and son, the will 
provided, the estate was to be di- 
vided between McMillan’s prothers, 
James, a former United States Sen- 
ator, and Hugh, both of Detroit, or, 
if they were dead, it was to be dis- 
tributed among their heirs, who 
reside in and near Detroit. 

Widow Died in 1915. 

Mrs. McMillan died in 1915, Sir 
William died in 1925, and the two 
brothers are dead. Accordingly, 
the collateral heirs became entitled 
to the estate yesterday. However, 
some of them had sold their expec- 
tancies years ago, amounting in 
value to virtually half of the es- 
tate, to Mrs. Eliza McMillan and 
Sir William. The estates of the 
latter two are now enriched by 
these portions. 

Mrs. McMillan’s estate and Sir 
William’s each receive $1,796,397 
in this way. 

Mrs. McMillan, whose estate was 
appraised at $1,800,000 when she 
died 12 years ago, bequeathed $1,- 
000,000 to Washington University 
for an eye, ear, nose and throat 
hospital in the university’s medical 
school group; provided $270,000 in 
other specific bequests and-left an- 
nuities of $25 to $500 a month to 
53 persons. Any residue was to 
go to the university also. Receipts 
from the expectancies, through 
settlement of her husband’s estate, 
now provide funds for erection 6of 
the hospital. However, authorities 
of the medical school do not ex- 
pect to build the institution at 
once, since they are confronted at 
present with the necessity of ob- 
taining sufficient funds for opera- 
Hon of existing buildings. 

Sir Wiliam Knighted in War. 

Sir William, who became a Brit- 
ish subject before his father’s 
death and who was knighted for 
his World War defense of British 
East Africa, where he had a town 
house in Nairobi and vast acreage 
in the wild.s left his entire estate 
to his widow, Lady McMillan of 
London, the former Lucie Weber 
of Northampton, Mass.

During the day of January 24, 1925, Ora 
had been in charge-of a petit jury in the 
City Court at Herrin, where Judge Bowen 
was holding cc<rt. The case that was being 
tried was a lengthy one, being a case of 
breach of contract. The case had occupied 
the court for two days. On Saturday, the 
24th, the court held an extended session in 
order to dispose of the case. 


T FIVE o'clock in the evening, the 
court recessed for supper. Ora was 
é walking down the street when he was 
accosted by Young and a gang of seven 
other men, including Mont Wollard,. the son 
of the Wollard who was killed at Smith's 
Garage. Young and his men barred Thomas’ 
path and proceeded to give Ora a good round 
of cursing. Ora retaliated by telling Younz 
that he was “yellow.” During the argument 
Young said to Ora: 
“I wish you had killed my father, you 
yellow _ 
This remark was made to prompt young

T TAKES only fif- 
teen short minutes 
to fly from En- 
gland across the 
Channel to France. 
But to the crimina! 
flying before the

Part of the difference between Scot- 
land Yard and the police of Paris is 
due to temperamental differences be- 
tween the two most unlike neighbors 
in the world, the English and the 
French. And partly the difference in 
the hunting tactics of the two detective 
systems is due to the differences in the 
game they hunt.
